Attitude One Century Ago 

Towards Copies of Coins 

When struck copies of Washington 
Cents, Washington Half Dollars, and 
Sommer Island Shillings were dis- 
tributed 105 years ago, the attitude 
toward them was not too different 
than the attitude of many today. The 
following item was recently called 
to my attention by Aaron R. Feld- 
man: 





Philadelphia, October 1859. 

Coin Collectors to the Rescue! 
The Carolina Elephant in the Field!! 
Whereas, certain parties in the 
City of Brotherly Love have com- 
bined together to furnish the inhabi- 
tants of Philadelphia with Counter- 
feit Washington Cents, and % Dol- 
lars, (the Lord Baltimore Coinage)

also the Sommer Island Shilling, or 
Hog Cent: 

We, the Coin Collectors of Phila- 
delphia, seeing the impropriety of 
the above, have agreed not to pur- 
chase any of the above-mentioned 
pieces, or any that may be made as 
Copies of Rare Coins or Medals, 
from this date. 

There have been several attempts 
made to re-strike rare coins within 
the last year or two, and it is high 
time that a stop should be put to it. 

On some of the above pieces the 
word COPY has been made, but in so 
slight a manner as to be easily 
erased, and then you cannot tell 
them from the genuine. 

We would especially call attention 
of the curious Public to the Sommer 
Island, or Hog Cent, without the 
word COPY, (but instead, the word 
Root or Die.) 

We say, Die—Die—Die. 

Probably VIATOR, alias George H. 
Hickorynuts, has something to do 
with the re-striking of these Pieces.

TIMOTHY ANTIQUARY, 
JULIUS CAESAR, 
Dr. TIMBERCRACKS, M.D., L.L.D. 
(L.L.D. means Long Legged Devil.) 

While the humor may not be up to 
date, the thinking with respect to re- 
productions of rare coins certainly 
is. This item was considered impor- 
tant enough for E. J. Attinelli to in- 
clude it in his book entitled ““Numis- 
graphics” in 1876.
